Montana  shipped  139.4  million  bushels  out  of  state  during  the  1998-99  marketing  year,  13  percent  more 
than  moved  during  the  same  penod  last  year.  Shipments  to  the  Pacific  Northwest  totaled  120.5  million  bushels, 
20  percent  more  than  the  1997-98  season,  and  accounted  for  86  percent  of  the  wheat  shipped  out  of  state. 
Pacific  Northwest  export  destinations  accounted  for  105.0  million  bushels,  while  Pacific  Northwest  processing 
terminals  accounted  for  15.5  million  bushels. 

Inspected  exports  of  hard  red  winter,  hard  red  spring,  hard  white,  and  durum  wheat  from  Pacific  ports 
were  227.0  million  bushels,  up  16  percent  from  the  previous  year.  Montana's  recorded  share  of  those  exports 
was  46  percent,  up  one  point  from  the  1997-98  marketing  year,  and  the  highest  percentage  since  1995.

Inspected  exports  of  hard  red  winter,  hard  red  spring,  hard  white,  and  durum  wheat  from  Pacific  ports 
were  200.2  million  bushels,  up  2  percent  from  the  previous  year.  Montana's  recorded  share  of  those  exports 
was  33  percent,  14  points  above  the  2000-2001  marketing  year.
